either white or non-white were 
interested; newSpapers did not pay 
much attention to his case; and everTy 
civil liberties group，including the 
National ACLU，had abandoned

Korematsu was conVicted of the 
misdemeanor charge，then sent to 
prison and later to an internment 
camp. Ihe Supreme Court upheld 
his conviction in the 1944 landmark 
case of Kore712C42 人 LU79. 

Sixty-four-year-old Fred 
Korematsu Sat with five of his 
attorneys at a courtroom table at the 
Federal District Court on Golden 
Gate Avenue in San Francisco on a 
November - day ”让 ”1983， ;人 
representatiVve from the northern 
California ACLU- sat nearby in 
Support. 儿 orematsu was in court to 
get his 1942 conviction erased from 


his record. 

Besides the northern 
California AGLU representative， 
there were many others interested in 
Korematsu's plight: Over 250 
people，many of them formerly 
interned Japanese Americans, Sat in 
the packed courtroom while over 
100 others waited in the hallways 
outside the room， 

IN SUPPORT 

Many others nationwide，both 
white and non-white，had taken an 
interest in his case. Major IV and 
newWSpaper reporters _ covered the 
Story And， every major civil 
liberties group， including ”the 
National ACLU,， had come out 
Support of 开 orematsu's attempt to 
Overturn his conviction. 

They were not disappointed.

Bigotry's Manifestations, Sources 
And Solutions Presented In LA 


LOS ANGELES 一 Ihe first 
Los Angeles County “Human 
Relations Commission hearing on 
anti-Asian Digotry attracted 
speakers and representatives from 
many of the area's Asian/Pacific 
American communities. The public 
gathering， held Wednesday， 
November 9，focused on the 
manifestation, Sources and solutions 
of bigotry against Asians. 

Commission chair James M. 
Riewer opened the proceedings by 
Saying, “The perception exists that 
anti-Pacific Asian bigotry is rising. 
Hostile bumper stickers，negative 
incidents of varying intensity, racial 
name-calling and violent acts against 
Pacific-Asian persons seetm to be 
occurring with increasing frequency， 

ISSUES 

He cited specific issues at which 
the commission wished to look， 
ipcluding “Japanese ”American 
redress and reparations， campus 
incidents， discrimination against 
recerit immigrants，trade backlash 
from imported foreign products, and 
cultural misunderstanding.” 

Dr.， Allan Seid，Ppresident of 
Asian Pacific Arnerican Advocates 
of California, a statewide advocacy 
group; spoke on the causes of 
violence. He asserted that factors to 
considerinclude activation of a “pre- 
exXisting latent racism” and an 
“increased intolerance of cultural 
diversity.” 

The Santa Clara psychiatrist also 
attributed part of the rise in violence 


:and bigotry to federal economic 


policies ”which have resulted in 
disproportionate hardships on the 


poor and lower middle socio- 
economic classes, and to the general 
national economic recession. 

Seid maintained that bigotry was 
exacerbated by scapegoating by 
corporate management afailure of 
political leadership at federal and 
state levels,” and the lack of 
education by the schools abonut 
different races. He, as well as many 
other speakers also blamed mass 
media for Some of the fictions and 
misperceptions of Asians that 
resulted in discrimination, 

David Bow Woo, a member of 
the Chinese American Citizen s 
Alliance，addressed many of his 
remarks to the role ofthe media. The

Tao Tao Permit Not Suspended 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 The 
October 2606， 1983 issue of 
下 ast 于 estincorrectly statedthatthe 
permit of the ITao Tao-Restaurant 
(675 Jackson) had been Suspended. 
According to district chief health 
inspector Al Chinn, the permit was 
not actually Suspended. 

“I think it may just have been 3 
misunderstanding,” explained 
Chinn.“If the permit had actually 
been suspended，the establishment 
would have been closed down by us， 
But, ”he noted, “they yo1uPtarz0Dy 
closed [to abate the conditions found 
in violation by the inspector|]. 

“The permit was not actuaL 几 
suspended， but if they had tried to 
open again without permission, then 
we _ would have suspended the 


permit ”Chinn_ continued, “They 
could not have [rejopened till we 
gave them clearance.” 

The health inspector explained 
that the two courses of action 一 a 
Suspenslon and the route taken by 
Iao Tao 一 are very Similar. “The 
establishment is closed and requires 
clearance from the health department 
before opening again.” 


Despite the problems which had 
resulted in the voluntary closure， 
Chinn praised the establishment's 


OwWhner， “TIhe owner was quite 
cooperative， “He bent over 
backwards to rectify what the 


manager failed to do. He showed a 
desire to cooperate and an intent to 
do the required work.” 口 


evidence which would have shown 
the internment of Korematsu and the 
other 110,000 Japanese Americans 
to have been unjustified.” 

工 hese findings of sthe 
government s conSpITacy to Obstruct 
justice were uncovered by Dr. Peter 
Irons， one of the defendent's 
attorneys and now aprofessor at UC 
San Diego. 

The petition went on to state that 
“there was no _ credible evidence 
whatsoever” which showed that 
Japanese Americans Were disloyal 
tothe United States, engagingin acts 
of Sabotage Or espionage. . 

Nor was there evidence “that 
Japanese Americans did not Support 
the United States and the Principles 
of freedom and justice for which it 
was founded and for which 让 
stands, maintained the Petition.

With last week's passage of Prop，O，which 
mandates San Francisco to write a letter to the 
President and Congress indicating a preference to do 
away With bilingual elections，it's important to sit 
down and calmly reflect on the meamning ofthe measure. 

Fortunately, it does not carry the weight oflaw. 开 
merely is an opinion vote. The federal law which 
requires _ certain areas to hold bilingual elections 
remains in effect until 1992. At least the non-English 
Speaking members of the community will be able to 
exercise their right to vote till then. 

Whatis devastating aboutthe measure's outcome is 
that it comes from the people of San Francisco. This 
city ls often looked upon as an example of how mnulti- 
ethnic and multi-lingual communities can Work 
together, how they can be an integral part of the larger 
Soclety. 

The message of Prop. O, sadly, is that the larger 
Society does not want to retain the multi-ethnic, multi- 
cultural character of the city. It is a message that they 
would actually prefer us to be more like them. This is 
bad enough for San Franciscans，but, 让 allowed to 
develop，the movement for “English-only” could 
become a national force and a national disaster. We 
mnust stay alert and fight its manifestations at all levels，

SAN FRANCISCO 一 While 
Mayor Feinstein，Sheri 侍 Michael 
Hennessey _ and District Attorney 
Arlo_ Smith were easily re-elected 
for second terms，most of the 
attention in last week's election 
centered around Propoositions M 
and O. 

Proposition M， the SE 
planning initiative，lost by a close 
vote 一 76;610 (49.4%) for and 
78;5$29 (50.69%) against, If passed， 
Proposition M would have required 
the city's master plan to be reVised 
and would make developers of neW 
projects pay for increased demands 
on housing and Muni bus Service 
caused by their projects，and 
Provide for job training Programs. 


WON IHE ISSUE 
“Welostthe election,butwe won 
the issue. The close vote Shows that 
people clearly want Something done 
about _ downtown growth,” stated 


Dale Carlson， spokesperson for SE. 


Plan Campaign， Carlson noted 
that opponents of Proposition M 
spent$800;000 in the lasttwo weeks 
of the election to defeat the measure. 
“Two weeks before the election, the 
polls showed that we were ahead two 
to one,”he said. 

Carlson added that despite hav- 
ing a deficit of over $25,000，his 
committee was in good Spirits and 
would continue to meet.“We'll keep 
addressing development issues, and 
让 the city does not respond，then 
we're prepared to go back to the 
biallotpPeopleearestili 
interested in better planning，

“Thphe very close vote Should be

neighborhoods,”added Chin. 
RESOLUTION 


Although Proposition O， 
passed with 629% in favor of the 
initiative，it was defeated in the 
Chinatown-Northbeach area，the 
Mission District， the Fillmore and 
the liberal Haight-Ashbury. Passage 
of the measure redquires the Board of 
Supervisors and the Mayorto sign a 
TeSolution urging the President and 
Congress to amend the federal law 
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requiring bilingual voting materials 
in SoOme areasS. 

“All Chinese Americans need to 
remember that the bilingual election 
law is still the law ofthe land,”noted 
Henry Der，executive _ director of 
Chinese for A 什 rmative Action. 
”San Francisco and many other 
cities and _ states Still have the 
obligation to conduct bilingual 
elections until 1992 to protect the 
enfranchisement of non=English 
speaking citizens, ”he said. 

Der called the campaign against 
bilingual ballots a ”Skillfully crafted 


campaign to “exploit Tacial 
resentmernt，hatred and 
misunderstanding against many 


citizens who have been victims of 
edicational and voting 
rdiscrimination， 

“Those opponents of bilingual 
ballots viciously mischaracterized 
non-English speaking voters 3S 
separatists and disloyal Americans 
unwilling to learn .the English 
Ianguage. If Chinese speaking voters 
Were Separatists，they .would have 
demanded a separate Chinese 
government outside of city hall and 
the state legislaturealongtime ago;” 
he exclaimed angrily. 

INSECURITIES 

“These are hard times with the 
recession and people looking for 
jobs. Quentin 天 opp Played on 
people's insecurities,” explained 
Will Leong， treasurer of San 
Franciscans for Voting Rights，No 
on O. 

”When 上 opp ran for mayor he 
clearly wanted ouI votes by using 
bilingual materials. TI just hope the 
community remembers thils the next 
time 玫 opp runs， he stated. 

“It's really sad when you think 
about it. Most people who use 
bilingual ballots are older Chinese 
Americans. ItSs people like our 
parents and grandparents who have 
not had the benefit of a good 
education that benefit most from 
bilingual ballots, lamented Leong. 

“The supporters of Proposition 
O are goingto usethis as alaunching 
ground, and that is an indication of 
things to come. We're going to See 
more attacks on bilingual ballots， 


bilingual education， ”bilingual 
Programs and Services,” Leong 
warned. “We have to get ready to 
fight.” 


GOOD THINGS 
He stressed,“There's got to ,bei 
massive voter education and We ve， 
got to become more active.”

Special Education Materials

OAKLAND 一 了 wo members 


ofthe Oakland School District have: 


begun work on a project to develop， 

-curriculum materials for every 
special group of students: children 
with Special education needs who 
also happen to be limited English 
Speakers. 

These children are not “mentally 
retarded,” stressed Donna Chan， 
one of the project's sta 人 ff members. 
“Cognitively，some of the children 


are average, Some above average, but 
because . of 3a Specific 


learning 
problem， they may be having 

trouble in certain academic areas.2” 

E 上 EXAMPLE 

She cited language processing as 

an example of a learning problem. 

“IThey may not be able to process 

language they hear into _ academics. 

For example, if you say a series of 


Words, like "bad, bad, bat, bad,: our 


(Special education) kids may not be 
able to hear "bat: They think there 
are _ four “bads，” explained the 
Special education teacher from 
Fresno. 

_ 工 he project had its birth about 
three years ago,recalled LelandYee， 
a child psychologist who earned his 
doctorate in developmental 
Psychology _ at the University of 
Hawaii and the other school district 
sta 任 member involved with the 
project， 

Atthat time, Said Yee, there Was 
an institute to train schoolpersonnel 
how to ”fairly assess bilingual 
kids. . : and how to assess Special 
education kids who happen to be 
bilingual.”The institute looked at 
the problem of both Spanish- and 
Chinese-Speaking students. 

“The institute did not go well” 
the psychologist admitted. “there 
WwWerenotadequate materials to dothe 
training. More educational research 
Was actually needed.”Yee stated that 
the basic problem, then， was how to 
“fairly instruct kids who needed 
Special education and bilingual 
education.”… 

FIRST STEP- 

An assesSsment is only the first 
step. He had to look at the next: 
“How would weinstructthe students 
once they were asseSssed?“A lot of 
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bilingual materials were not Sensitive 
to the learmming problems of special 
education ， kids,”_ observed Yee. 
“And a lot of special education 
materials were not sensitive to 
bilingual problems.” 

“I_ had an expertise in 
asSeSsment, but T waited couple of 
years till Donna Chan showed up. 


:She was a Special education teacher 


at Lincoln,” remembered ”Yee. 
Lincoln is _ located in Oakland 
Chinatown. She has taught children 
with learning .disabilities for 13 
yearS， 

Once the two teamed up，they 
discussed their ideas，and then 
drafted a Proposal which they 
Submitted to the federal government 
through the school district. Many of 
their colleagues warmed them not to 
stake too much hope in receiving a 
grant，they Said. However， against 


the  odds,， their ”Proposal was 
approved. 
“It came as a Surprise,” 


exclaimed Chan. Her teammate， 
however, confessedthathe was more 
optimistic about their chances， 
NUMBERS 

“I_ wasrmt pessimistic [even 
though] there are so few [bilingual 
special education] kids compared to 
English-speaking special ed kids,” 
Said Yee. “We got the money 
because the issue of ntimbers is not 
an issue at all， The law specifies 
that 让 a child is limited English 
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Proficient， you _ must do an 
assessment in the primary language， 
and that services ptovided must be 
sensitive to the primary language.” 

Yee Was referring to the Dia1ta 
case, in which the court heldthat the 
Department of Education had to 
aggressively rectify the problem of 
the disproportionately high number 
of Spanish-speaking children Placed 
in mentally retarded classes because 
they had been assessed in English. 
The court further stipulated that 
asSSeSSment and services had to be in 
line with -the students” Primary 
language. 

Since Yee and Chan began their 
program this fall， they have 
identified .16 Chinese language 
limited English speakers with Special 
education Problems. Theyexpectthe 
number of increasel as the pioject 
continues through the School year-. 

On the $22,053 allotted for the 
project, Chan and Yee have 
determined three general objectives 
Which they hope to _ accomplish. 
First, to develop materials that can 
be used by non-Chinese speaking 
teachers as well. And,， to develop 
criterion reference instrument for the 
materials .to evaluate how the 
children are progressing，IThird，to 
serve as a clearinghouse for other 
educators. 

PARENTS'“ RESPONSE 

How have the parents responded 
to the project' Yee observed,“The

parents have an indication that 
Something is different about their 
kids. [Its not much of a surprise to 
them. What ”happens “often,” 
explained the psychologist' “is that 
they are glad someone is there tohelp. 
No there has not been too much 
Tesistance.” 

Chan concurred, and went on to 
Say that She believes parents Should 
have an active role in the education 
of their children， 

“TI have 28 students now. The 
parents TI deal with are Very 
Supportive . . . [Ihey] want what is 
best for their children and 
understand the children's needs. I 
meet With the parents quite often, to 
develop new instructional objectives 
for the students.7” 

She explained that the objectives 
essentially lay out what is expected 
tobe done with the students during a 
years time in the different Subjects. 
了 fthe goals arenot attained, then she 
and the parents TeassesSs what 
remains to be done. 

The special education students 
are in Chan's class up to half'a day;

Some are there even less, perhaps as 
little as 30 minutes.“The children 
areinregujarclassesmostofthe day， 
This [specialeducation classroomj] is 
part of the school, the same as . . . 
ESL [English as 3a Second 
Language] [classes]， resource 
Specialists and music [classes],” 
explained the teacher. 


She and Yee laughed as they 
talked abouthowthey work together. 
While Chan is at Lincoln School 
every day，Yee rotates this Project 
with his other assignments which 
keep him traveling from one School 
to another within the dlstrict， 

“We work well together because 
OUI Skills are Independent of each 
other s 一 we are not in each other's - 
way,”chuckled Yee. And while he 
eXpressed Some anxlety about the 
Size of the Project his colleague 
waxed enthusiastically. 


“m glad to havethe opportunity 
to do it. We want to make it fun, but 
there really is a need, too, ”Chan 
said.

Benjamin Ng Pleads Guilty 


SEATTLE 一 Benjamin Ng, 20， 
who was convicted last month of the 
massacre of 13 people in Seattle's 
Wah Mee gambling club，pleaded 
guilty to 3a unrelated murder 
Thursday, Nov. 10. Ng was charged 
atthe beginningofthemonth with the 


first-degree mnurder of Franklin 
Leach， 71， of Seattle， (EVA 下 
11/2/83) 


Leach was jogging on the shores 
of Washington Lake (near Seattle) 
on Oct，22，1982，Ng，fellow 
convicted murderer 开 wan Fai 
“Willie” Mak and Sze Ming Ng (no 
relationto Benjamin) were atthe lake 
dumping a Safe into the waters， 


Ihey had stolen the safe on Oct. 
12, 1982 fromarestaurantin Blaine， 
Washington，several miles north of 
Seattle. Benjamin Ng admitted that 
he Saw Leach jogging at the beach， 
Shot him twice in the stomach，and 
then left him to die in the parking lot 
near the lake. 

Sze Ming Ng，who was not 
implicated in the Wah Mee 
massacre，testified at the trials of 
both Benjamin Ng and Mak. It was 
during the trial of Mak that he told 
the court of the Leach killing， 

Benjamin Ng recelived a second 
Sentence of life imprisonment for the

OAKLAND 一 A somewhat 
confused Oakland Umnified School 
District Board of Education voted 
last Wednesday, to table a_ motion 
to _ staff the Office of Bilingual 
Education at last year's level until 3 
new coordinator could be 
appointed. 

Oakland School Superintendent J. 
David Bowick toldtheboardthatthe 
filing deadline for applying or the 
position ended the day before and he 
eXxpected a new coordinator to be 
found ， about two weeks after the 
Screening Process 1S completed. 

DEBATIE 

The issue which _ caused the 
greatest amount of debate was 
whether the motion would force the 
18 bilingual teachers， who are 
Presently assigned to Specific 
Schools, to go back to the district's 
downtown Oakland BilingualO 亿 ce. 

The teachers had 1last year 
originally “ worked out of the 
downtown o 亿 ce. There they would 
go from School to school to help 
students with bilingual education 
needs. 

According to Bowlick, one of the 
reSons for moving the bilingual 
teachers out of the downtown office 
Was because the System was not 
working.”“I don't have the answers 
as to why the program didnot work,” 


eTax-Deferred 


Bowick quickly stated to the Seven 
board _ members Present and the 
audience of about 30 people. 

Two board members，Darlene 
Lawson and James Norwood， 
repeatedly asserted that:the motion 
Would not cause the 18 Present 
bilingual teachers to be forced to 
the downtown office. 

DISAGREED

Bowick explained. 

EEFORTI 

Lawson felt that the district Fias 
“nothad a concerted effort to recruit 
bilingual teachers.,” 

“We ，have done extensive 
Iecruitment effiorts in newspapers， 
teachers traininginstitutions and col- 
leges, the top Oakland public School 
administrator countered.“We have 
done everything we could do to get 
more bilingual teachers.” 

Bowick mentioned that at the 
end of lastyear, the Oakland school 
district hada shortage of53 bilingual 
teachers, 

Before the heated debate on the 
staff location began;, board member 
J. Alfred Smith made an amendment 
to _ the motion to Set UP a_ needs 
asSSeSSment committee to study the 
bilingual education issue. 


DISGRUNTLED 

This amendment came after 
Maria Elena Riddle, a speakerform 
Hispanics for Better Education 
made a Similar recommendation to 
the board.

Chung also pointed to a local 
series reported by the Black 
community's Seniznazel reflecting a 
high level of misunderstanding. That 
paper, he Said, accused 玫 oreans as 
being “greedy for money” and 
working“slavishly away.” 

Three meetings with Store 
Owners resulted in conclusions Such 
as the owners do not Speak English; 
they don't hire Blacks; they dont 
contribute to the community，salid 
Chung，He pointed out，however， 
that these assertions are not totally 
true. 

Many immigrants, - not just 
Koreans，have not yet learned 
English. Many of these “mom and 
pop” stores rely on family help, and 
do not hire others; the owners barely 
make a living，so they do not have 
that much money to donate back.

Stone argued that because.of recent 
executive and legislative action 
taken concerning the intermment 
order,the courtandthenation should 
“put behind us” the controversy 
Surrounding the “forty-year-old 
misdemeanor conviction.” 

PROMISE 

He noted that Congress has 
repealed the law which legalized the 
internment and that in 1976， 
President Ford rescinded Executive 
Order 9066, which started the mass 
relocation in 1942, andhad given the 
nation s“promise”never to commit 
Such an act again. 

According to Stone, this made 站 
inappropriate for the government to 
“defend the “Propriety of the 
conviction ”and that Korematsu and 
the Japanese Americans had been 
Vindicated by “the courts of 
history.” 

Stone also claimed that the 
findings of the Congressional 
Commission on Wartime Relocation 
and Internment of Civilians were too 
inconclusive to be used by the court， 
and that the only reason for vacating 
the defendant's conviction was to let 
bygones by bygones. (Judge Patel 
had agreed earlier to take notice of 
the then-incomplete report and thus 
take it into consideration in her 
decision.) 

Stone asked the court to vacate 
the conviction. Patel interpreted the 
government's request as a motion to 
dismiss. She deniedthat motion, and 
instead， accepted the _ arguments 
madeby Dale Minami, Korematsu's 
lead attorney， and granted the 
defendant's petition to vacate. 


An angry Patel repeatedly 
referred to the  ， governments 
reSponse to the petition as “meek,，a 
“non-response，and'“tantamountto 
a confession of error.” 

“A manifest injustice would be 
done 让 the petition were not 
granted,， the federal district judge 
observed.“Public interest is Served 
if the court is purged of these 
proceedings that were fundamentally 
unfair.” 

She also noted that the Federal 
District Court could not reverse the 
1944 Supreme Court decision which 
upheld Korematsu's conviction and 
the internment camps. She did， 
however，add that the “factual 
underpinnings _ from the case had 
been removed,”thus rendering the 
case totally useless as precedent in 
Subsequent court proceedings. 

”Whatthe Supreme Court ruling 
now Stands for most of all is the 
proposition that in times of war， 
military necessity or national 
Security, our institutions, must be all 


the more vigilant to protect 
constitutional guarantees,” Patel 
stated. 


TAKE IHE LEAD 

She emphasized further that 
during “times of international 
hostility and antagonisms， oOUT 
institutions must take the lead in 
Protecting all citizens from the petty 
fears and prejudices that are so easily 
stirred up during those times.” 

Jn a press conference held after 
the petition was granted, Minami, of 
Minami and Lew, elaborated further 


on the importance of Patels 
decision， 
“There is now a judicial. 


declaration Saying that what the 
government did [in 1942] was 
wIong,” Minami explained， ”and 
that the Supreme Court would have 
made a different ruling had it known 
of all the facts related to the case.” 

Another Significant aspect of the 
decision was that it recognizes that 
"the courts must :be allowed to 


function during times of war and not 
allow itself to be subjugated to the 
arbitrary will of the military,”said 


Minami.

Korematsu Said at the press 
conference that he was happythathe 
decided to reopen his case after 40 
years， He told the large group of 
ITeporters that his victory was for all 
Americans who might getinvolved in 
a_ Situation similar to his,， 40 
Novembers ago.
